WASHINGTON, DC--Dis- 
satisfied with the lack of progress 
in pursuing white-collar criminals 
who misused and misappropriated 
funds at many of the nation's 
savings and loan institutions, Rep. 
Matthew J. Rinaldo (R-NJ) asked 
President Bush to appoint a spe- 
cial prosecutor to devote full time 
to investigating the "worst finan- 
cial scandal in U.S. history." 

In a letter to the President, 
Rinaldo was critical of the slow 
pace of the federal investigation 


into fraud and other whitecollar 
crime that was involved in the 
failure of savings and loan insti-

Rinaldo said he also is spon- 
soring legislation to require the 
Department of Justice to acceler- 
ate its investigation and prosecu- 
tion of savings and loan execu- 
tives who made illegal profits at 
the expense of their federally in- 
sured depositors.

unfair tensions in Plainfield." 
"The Department of Cor- 
rections program is an anti- 
neighborhood, anti-urban center 
policy that obviously would never 
occur in Summit or Millburn or 
anywhere else in the suburbs, If 
we have our way, it won't happen 
in Plainfield either," Lynch said, 
Schwartz said he and Smith 
will co-sponsor legislation in the 
Assembly mandating a minimum 
of 120 days notice by the De- 
partment of Corrections or any of 
its contractors, or any other state 
agency, when a residence facility 
is planned for location in any 
New Jersey community. 


“Plainfield received no noti¢e 
whatever from the Department of 
Corrections, an intolerable situa- 
tion that wiil be reversed if our 
legislation is enacted,” Schwartz 
said. "We are confident that, with 
adequate notice given communi- 
ties that would be impacted 
this sort of activity by the 
partment of Corrections, the pol- 


icy will simply ‘dry up’ as a result 
of public pressure.” 

Lynch will sponsor the bill in 
the Senate. All three legislators 
represent the state's 17th legisla- 
tive district which includes Plain- 
field. 

Smith said Lynch will sched- 
ule a meeting with Department of 
Corrections Commissioner 
William Fauver two 
weeks” when the legislators will 
urge Fauver to back off from the 
program. "It is essential to note 
that this sort of prisoner dumping 
does not reflect legislative pol- 
icy,” Smith said. "Instead, it re- 
flects the absence of any policy 
which allowed the Commissioner 
to take advantage of a loophole in 
the Boarding House statutes." 

“Our legislation, and the 
meeting with Commissioner Fau- 
ver, will help us toward the goal 
of ridding Plainfield of this terri- 
ble intrusion that has the potential 
to literally destroy a neighbor- 
hood," Smith said.

"Entrepreneur of the Year" award is any indication, 1990 may well be 
just as good to Ali, as was 1989 which brought a CEBA award (for a 
Cherry Coke commercial featuring the group, Cameo), a slot during 
the Superbowl on a Big Mac commercial they landed from MacDon- 
ald’s, and revenues topping well over a million...Meanwhile, Philadel- 
phia International Records has made it clear that the sale of their 
publishing arm—Mighty Three Music has not yet been finalized. 
However sources say Warer/Chappell Music's estimated offer of 
about $20 Million for the catalogue including tunes performed by the 
likes of Teddy Pendergrass, and the Ojays's ("For The Love Of 
Money") is more than being taken seriously...And in related news, 
Ernie Singleton recently took over as president of MCA's Black 
Music Division. Singleton formerly served as Senior Vice President of 
Warner Bros Records Black Music Division. 

Dance Theater Of Harlem Gets Back Into The Beat: It was over 
two months ago that the Dance Theater of Harlem cancelled two major 
tours and laid off 54 dancers as well as the bulk of its staff, amid a 
financial crisis that left the company with a $1.7 million deficit. How- 
ever earlier this month,, the Lila Wallace-Reader's Digest Fund came 
to its aid with a $1 million grant—$6000,000 of it to help reduce the 
deficit and $400,000 for salaries and company operations, so long as 
the company could raise additional funds by September 30. Now, just 
two weeks later, those conditions appear to have been met through the 
support of American Express, as president Edwin Cooperman an- 
nounced a four year commitment to DTH, involving a cash contribu- 
tion of $1 million and in-kind contribution of a minimum of $250,000 
in marketing expertise. DTH founder and director Arthur Mitchell says 
that the dancers and staff would return to work October 1. The com- 
pany is expected to resume full-scale touring in 1991...

It is therefore a shame to see 
how far we, as a country, have to go when the media insists on touting 
Mr. Mandela as a great leader in the African-American community. Like 
Martin Luther King, Jr., Mr. Mandela is a world leader who is an

Mr. Mandela has most recently been criticized by several

The "riots" of Black South Africans and the violence employed in 
their struggle is no different from the war of revolution fought on the very 
soil of these United States little more than 200 years ago. Have we 
forgotten the past from whence we came? Selectively, we think so. 


Mr. Mandela's visit on behalf of the ANC will hopefully remind all 
Americans of our heritage in the struggle for freedom which will draw us 
closer to the peoples of South Africa in their pursuit of equality. While 
Bush praises Prime Minister de Klerk for recent reforms by the South 
African government, he denounces the violence of the ANC and calls for 
an end to the continued hostiles. We believe that the Black majority of 
South Africa has a right to use whatever means necessary to gain their 
freedom and that use of military force indicates not only the severity, but 
the desperation of their struggle. 

In calling for maintenance of the sanctions, Mandela has removed any 
doubt concerning their effectiveness or the desire of South African Blacks 
to utilize this measure. Now we, as a country can stop bickering over the 
effectiveness of sanctions as we should have done years ago. Matters of 
money are green and the white South African minority understands that 
quite well. It is for reasons of economics that they have decided to make 
changes and thus, our praise for de Klerk’s actions are minimized. 


We should all thank Mr. Mandela for providing us with greater insight 
into the needs of the peoples whose voices have been suppressed and for 
providing world leadership that gives hope for the future of expanded 
relationships with the "new" South Africa, post-apartheid. Mr. Mandela is 
a leader in the African American community, the Hispanic community, 
the North American community and the world. He was here to open our 
eyes, so let's get on the ball and wake up. His message must be heard by 
all.

jail," Rinaldo said in sponsoring 
the bill. 

The legislation that Rinaldo 
wants to enact would require At- 
torney General Richard Thorn-} 
burgh to prosecute at least half of 
the indictable’cases by the end of 
the year and the rest by 1991. 
Congress also would receive 
quarterly reports on the number 
of pending cases and the status of 
the S&L fraud investigations. 

Earlier this month, Rinaldo 
sponsored legislation that would 
prevent convicted S&L officers 
from shielding their wealth be- 
hind bankruptcy laws. The legis- 
lation would amend the federal 
bankruptcy law to make it more 
difficult for criminals to avoid 
paying restitution to their victims 
by declaring bankruptcy. 

In his letter to the President, 
Rinaldo said the public had 
grown frustrated with the lack vi 
progress in federal efforts iv re- 
cover funds that h+! veen ille- 
gally drained frum the nation's 
thrifts and to hold savings and 
loan profiteers accountable for 
their conduct. 


Despite Congressional ap- 
proval for an additional $50 mil- 
lion to hire more FBI investiga- 
tors and U.S. attomeys to prose- 
cute cases, the additional re- 
sources have failed to reduce the 
21,000 referrals and allegations of 
criminal misconduct in the S&L 
scandal that still are awaiting ac- 
tion by the Justice Department.

car) , married to Dr. Gwendolyn 
Goldsby Grant, a combination of 
Dr. Ruth and Dear Abbey and has 
three children as memorable as 
their father and mother. 

Another candidate could be 
West Ward Ronald Rice, who 
also has never had an opportunity, 
or as far as we know, a desire, to 
be council president. Ron may be 
too busy to take on such a time- 
consuming job. He was elected to 
the State Senate for his first full 
term, last November and has 
made his council and Senate seats 
his full time job. He never shirks 
his responsibilities to his con- 
stituents and it is doubtful he 
wants to stretch himself too thin 
physically. 

Councilman-at-large Gary 
Harris was just elected to his first 
four year term so the presidency 
may be premature for him. Gary 
may some day desire to follow in 
the footsteps of his father, Earl, as 
couhcil president but we suspect 
he will be busy organizing his 
own forces along with cultivating 
the remnants of his father's con- 
stituency. Gary is an affable 
young man (when he wants to be) 
and because of his youth he has 
wide appeal to voters between 18 
and 35 who one day may catapult 
him into a higher office. 

George Branch, Central Ward 
councilman, is one of the body's 
veteran leaders but has never in- 
dicated a yen to be a power bro- 
ker among or for his colleagues. 
Branch's popularity is higher 
among senior citizens than any 
other group in the city although 
his wife, Joyce, is a mover and 
shaker in the National Council of 
Negro Women (Newark chapter) 
and the League of Women Voters 
who rally to Branch out of defer- 
ence to his spouse. Somehow 
George always seems to cast his 


vote for the winning candidate, 
regardless of color. 

That brings us to Donald 
Bradley who is ably filling the big 
shoes of Congressman Donald 
Payne as South Ward council- 
man. Bradley has literally thrown 
himself into his new role. He 
works in the Newark school sys- 
tem and is therefore interested in 
improving Newark's educational 
climate. His friends say he was 
born to be a politician and indeed 
he walks through his ward day 
and night and responds to resident 
complaints with eagerness and 
zeal. One of his mentors is Mayor 
James. 

Tucker and Grant have made. 
no secret of their desire to win the 
presidency. But gamblers are 
putting their money on Bradley 
who says he's so busy thanking 
voters for their support he hasn't 
had time to think about much else 
in the lull between the runoff and 
July Ist. 

While groups like the Newark 
Black Churchmen are demanding 
the council elect a black presi- 
dent, there is a possibility Mar- 
tinez could be re-elected if the six 
blacks fail to settle on one of 
themselves. 

As usual, nothing about 
Newark politics is passive. It 
never has been. Think of how dull 
it would be without politician 
bashing, disruptive council 
meetings and the endless feuds 
between the council and whatever 
mayor happens to be in office. 

But hopefully the council's 
July 1 meeting at Symphony Hall 
won't be the donnybrook some 
are predicting. Newark continues 
to have problems that must be ad- 
dressed in an atmosphere of con- 
geniality and harmony and they 
can only be solved with all the 
drummers marching to the same 
tune.

hailed the long awaited worksite 
child care center. 

Located in a ground floor 
suite of rooms in the Peter W. 
Rodino Federal Building on 
Broad Street, the NFKI center is 
the first federal child care center 
in New Jersey under the sponsor- 
ship of The General Services 
Administration (GSA) that has 
been actively promoting worksite 
child care since October, 1987. 

That's the good news. The bad 
new is the limited number of slots 
available (46) for the hundreds of 
applicants who need the service. 
Cost has been kept at a minimum 
(approximately $50 a week) and 
is based on a sliding scale basis. 

Including an adjacent outdoor 
fully equipped playground, the 
interior design and facilities are 
state-of-the-art for children three 
months to six years. 

A Board of Directors repre- 
sentative of various federal de- 
partments will oversee the Project 
„management, and, program. im- 
plementation in addition to set- 
ting policy. The Board includes

The Newark Day Center was 
awarded a service contract in 
April of this year.

Toppin and other long-time 
federal employees said the open-

Congressman Payne said he 
expects the NFKI center to be a 
model for other governmental in- 
stallations and businesses in the 
Newark area whose employees 
find adequate, affordable child 
care support services an impera- 
tive need.

Bill Giles, founder and chairman of EPC International, is a man of 
many, talents--an entrepreneur, president of 100 Black Men of New Jer- 
sey, and a member of many boards of directors, national organizations 
and civic associations. Even while working hard along with families 
members to earn double digit sales growth for EPC, he and his family 
have managed to raise over $250,000 for the United Negro College Fund 
(UNCF). Balancing out his successful professional career, Bill is also 
determined to live out as many years as the "good Lord gives" him to 
continue giving back to the community. 

What is EPC International? 

EPC (Extra Personal Care) International, a family-owned business 
which began in 1977, is a full line advertising specialty organization. We 
serve major corporations such as Johnson & Johnson, Exxon, American 
Express, Black Enterprise Magazine, and AT&T. My daughter, Sharon, is 
the president, I am chairman, my wife Althea is vice-president, my son 
Kevin is the corporate attorney, my son Roddy is vice president of sales, 
and my son-in-law Will Alexander is national sales manager. 

What do you see as the role of a black-owned business? Is it 
unique in any way? 

One of the major roles is taking responsibility for educating our own 
people. Yes, in this way, it is and should be unique. I remember when I 
was a top executive at Cannolene Company in Atlanta, a black-owned 
hair care company that owned Nancy Wilson Cosmetics before it was 
sold many years ago. We were the first blacks on television in New York 
with a product and we had to change the way products were marketed to 
blacks. We put the products in the overall marketplace, as opposed to in 
only the black neighborhoods because black people shop everywhere. We 
put cosmetics and hair care products on the 34th Street of the country. 

Why do you support the UNCF? 

Each member of the Giles family is college-educated. My family has 
along history with Benedict College in South Carolina, my home state. In 
fact, my mother went to Benedict college and all of my children gradu- 
ated from black colleges. The atmosphere at white colleges is hostile to- 
wards blacks, and that's the truth. I think the hope for blacks is college. 
Without an education today, you can't do hardly anything in the business 
arena. You can't run a business from your hip pocket. You must have 
attorneys, accountants, and the expertise to be able to compete in the 
mainstream. 

What cooperative challenges lie ahead for the business and educa- 
tion fields in the 1990s? 

From a practical standpoint, in order to bring youngsters into the 
mainstream of business, you must educate them about business. The most 
viable way to educate them about business is through an academic institu- 
tion.

The 100 Black Men of New 
Jersey have a strong commitment 
to leadership. They believe that 
those who can lead, should lead, 
that those in positions here they 
can make a difference have an 
obligation to do so. And those are 
Not just words either. 

Since its founding in 1974 by 
Newark attorney Oliver Lofton, 
the organization has operated on a 
principle that its members should 
be in the forefront of the struggle 
to improve the education, eco- 
nomic and social mobility and 
conditions of blacks and other 
minorities.
